Question of the location of the 
boundary between Upland and 
Ontario school districts is today 
up to Judge F. A. Leonard of the 
Superior court. 

The matter was given to him in 
a court hearing Wednesday. Ed- 
ward FE. Gray represented the Up- 
land Elementary school district and 
Roy FE. Sachs in the suit. 

Real issue in the court case is 
this: “Did the change in the 
boundaries of the two cities affect 
the boundaries of the school dis- 
tricts?” 

In the spring of 1935 the nortn- 
ern portion of Ontario voted to 
annex to Upland. It was generally 
understood at that time a change 
in the municipal boundaries would 
not affect the schoo! boundaries. 
Later, however, a ruling from th. 
office of U. S. Webb, attorney 
general, n 
did affect the school boundaries. 

The suit was filed in the name 
of Mr. Sachs, whose children at 
present attend the Edison school, 
Sixth street, Ontario. They and 
other children in that district are 
attending there now only under a 
temporary arrangement. In the 
suit he sought to compel the On- 
tario district to accept them after 
the temporary arrangement ceases, 
The Upland school district inter- 
vened as an interested party in the 
friendly suit between the two 
school districts. 

It will be up to Judge Leonard to 
decide the issue. It has _ been 
pointed out the attorney gener- 
al’s decision Was based on one 
phase of the statute that had been 
replaced. 

If Judge Leonard decides that 
the school boundaries do _ not: 
change when the city limits. 
change, the annexed area will 
continue to be in the Ontario 
school district. Students in that
